NEW BEDFORD, Mass., June 20.—At 


the opening of the Borden trial this 
morning District Attorney Knowlton 
resumed his argument in hehalf of the 
commonwealth. 


He made as strong a plea as possible 


for his side of the case, and as he fin- 
ished, the court took a recess. 


On reassembling the defendant was 


given an opportunity to speak. 
She 


said. "lam innocent, but I will leave 
my case in your hands and with my 
counsel." 


Justice Dewey then charged the jury, 


defined the different degrees of murder, 
stated that the presumption of inno- 
cence was increased by the defendant's 
character, and that there must be a 
real and operative motive. 


At the conclusion of the charge, the 


attorneys consulted a few moments and 
then the jury was allowed to retire. It 
was just 4:30 o'clock when the specta- 
tors, who kept then- seats patiently 
during the retirement of the jury, no- 
ticed a movement indicating their re- 
turn 
A moment later the twelve 


men filed into their seats and were 
polled. 
Miss Eordeu was asked to 


stand up and the foreman was asked to 
return the verdict, which be announced 
"not guilty," and then all the dignity 
and decorum of the courtroom vanished. 
A cheer went up which might have 
been heard half a mile away and there 
was no attempt to check it. Miss Bor- 
den'a head went down upon the rail in 
front of her and tears came. Mr. Jen- 
nings was almost crying while Mr. 
Adams seemed incapable of speech. 


As soon as possible the room was 


cleared and when the spectators had 
finally gone, Miss Borden was taken to 
the room of the justices and allowed to 
recover her composure with only tlie 
eyes of her friends upon her and the 
caresses of devoted admirers. 
At the 


expiration of an hour, she was placed 
in a carriage and driven to the station, 
•where she took the train for Fall River 
her home no longer, probably, but stil! 
the only objective point for the imme- 
diate present.

"ounce of prevention" i'or those acting 
as nurses or otherwise exposed to con- 
tagion. To absorb disagreeable odors in 
a sickroom nothing is better than cas- 
carilla bark sprinkled upon hot coals, 
For an ordinary di»infpctant rosin is ex 
cellent, but care should be taken nob to 
placo too imicb. at a time upon the lire,

Union of Astronomers to Mr. J. Ritchie, 
Jr., of the Harvard college observatory, 
announces tlie discovery of Finlay's 
periodical comet by Pinlay himself at 
the observatory of the Cape of Good 
Hope 
The cornet ia faint, being of the 


eleventh magnitude, circular and with- 
out condensation of light. Its position 
May 18 at Washington, midnight, was: 
Bight ascenbion 33 hours 43 minutes 1 
second, declination, south, 5 hours 1 
minute 50 seconds 


This comet was originally discovered 


by Finlay hi November, 1880, and was 
fotind to be moving in au orbit of seven 
years' period
